As a citizen of Gettysburg and one 


interested in Gettysburg- College it is 
a pleasure to respond to your re-quest. 


We believe in co-education at Get- 


tvsburg- for the following reasons: 


1. Segregation of the sexes is un- 


natural. With few exceptions the 
Lord has placed boys and girls in the 
same families.
